Care of the Duster. 

O KEEP the house clean good 

cleaning tmplements are nec- 
essary. ‘The duster is one of 
these. No good housekeeper will 
pick up any old cloth to dust with. 
She will have suitable dusters for 
various purposes and have a place 
for them. 

A duster should be soft and it 
should shed netther lint nor raw 
elings. For highly polished sur- 
faces there is nothing better than 


a duster of silk. Discarded petti- 
coats, undies and stockings are 
excellent for this purpose. A 
square of hemmed cheese cloth 
makes a satisfactory all-around 
duster. For very soiled and greasy 
surfaces use newspaper or cotton 
waste and save the duster. 

When a damp cloth is required 
pass the duster through steam-— 
this will moisten it just enough. 
Or sprinkle it with warm water, 
roll it and let it stand a short 
time. 

Dust cloths should be washed 
frequentiy. If allowed to become 
too solled they are apt to seratch 
highly polished surfaces. 

In case of dustless cloths the 
oil may be restored by pouring a 
little kerosene or light lubricating 
oil on one corner, then rolling the 
cloth and letting it stand until the 
oll has spread evenly. If preferred, 
the oll may be added to the rins- 
ing water—-allow one _ tablespoon 


herosene or one-half tablespoonful | 


of light lubricating oil to one quart 
of water.

The ‘First Envelope. 


HE first envelope of which

closed a letter sent 229 years 
ago, May 16, 1696, by Sir Wiliam 
Turnbull! to Sir James Ogilvie. The 
epistle dealt with English affairs 
of state, and with its covering, is 
carefully preserved in the British 
Museum. 

At that period, and long after- | 
ward, it was the general custom | 
to fold letters and seal them with | 
wafers of wax. As a matter of fact, 
it t still fashionable to use seal- 
ing wax on the flaps of envelopes. 
Many people now living can re- 
member the time when envelopes 
were a novelty. and when the old 
method of sealing was sti!l In use. 

A reference to a “letter with an. 
envelope” is found itn a poem writ-. 
ten by Dean Swift in 17246. Early 
in the last century envelopes be- 
gan to come into more general! use, 
stamped adhasive erie td 
achieved wide popularity in Eng- 
land shortly after the establishment 
of the penny post in 1849, and br 
1859 were largely used on this side 
of the Atlantic. 

The firet machine for the mann- 
facture of envelopes was patented 
in 1844, by George Wilson. an 
Englishman, and improvements 
were made the following year by 
Hull,
